Democrats Will Elect Six Coun 
This Year. 



Some of the New Men Who Are 
Being Discussed For The 
Coming Nominations. 



It is likely that the city Com- 
mittee will hold a meeting- in a few 
days and order primary elections 
in six wards to nominate a ticket 
for city councilmen. In the Fifth 
ward, conceded to the Republicans, 
a nomination will hardly be made. 

Of the six wards that usually go 
Democratic, two were lost in 1897 
by a fusion of all the elements op- 
posed to the Democratic ticket. 
This year there has so far been no 
talk of a Jsimilar fusion and there 
will probably be a straight-out con- 
test between Democrats and Re- 
publicans. 

The Democrats are contidentthey 
will carry the ctty this fall by a 
larger majority than usual, as the 
excellent record of the Democratilc 
majority in the present council will 
be strongly indorsed by the people. 
The lowering of the tax rate to 
$1.25, after paying $30,000 of the 
bonded debt, is one of the evidences 
of good government that has im- 
pressed conservative men of all 
parties with the benefits to be de- 
rived from keeping the Democrats 
n power. 

There are at present four Demo- 
crats, two Independents and one 
:olored Republican on the Board of 
Council. 

:e of the Democrats, Mr. 
Ware in the Second ward, Mr. Dal- 
ton in the Fourth and Mr. Wall in 
the Sixth, have no opposition and 
n all probability be renomi- 
nated without contest. In the Sev- 
th ward Mr. Brasher declines to 
n again and several gentlemen 
are being discussed. Of these Mr. 
A. J. Reeder, Mr. Stonewall Morris. 
Mr. R. M. Hurt and Mr. J. W. 
Yancey all have some strongfriends. 
Aty one of them would make a 
good councilman. 

In the Third ward, now repre- 
sented by Dr. Bentley,the Demo- 
crats will nominate Mr. James 
West by general consent and he 
will win an easy victory. The 
Third was. lost by a few vote3 in 
1897, under circumstances that can- 
not occur again under the present 
law. Mr. West is one of Hopkins- 



ville's best citizens and so popular 
in his ward that it is doubtful if 
there will be any organized opposi- 
tion to him from any source. 

In the First ward the Democrats 
also expect to gain a member 
is now represented by Mr. Tibbs. 
Three or four names have been 
suggested for this nomination. Mr. 
M. W. Davis, Mr. Allan M Wall). 
Col. J. O. Cooper and Mr. I. F 
Campbell are all being talked about 
n connection with the nomination. 
The latter will be put forward as 
the representative of the young De- 
mocracy, as many young men room 
and board in this down-town ward. 
If Fletch puts in he will be hard to 
head ofi for the nomination and still 
harder to beat at the election.

Breaking Up Sitters. 

#^/j:e find the breaking' up of 
hens a very difficult thing 
to dJsffmd they really thiok they 
have to torture the hen in order 
Jo make her abandon her desire 
to brood. We have known poul 
try men and women to duck the 
l)eiv>^ water several times 
then uim them loose; have kn- 
the hens to go about with hoods 
on^ they could not see, and to 
beThut up in dark places withou 
food or water for a week or 
more. It is not necessary to re- 
sort to cruel methods to break- 
up a hen that wants to sit. What 
is wanted is to turn the desire to 
sit into the desire to lay again. 
It will be but little advantage to 
h$kc them broken from wanting 
to and have them lay four or 
five eggs only to again become 
broody, which they will do if 
thfy are not cared for as they 
should be. The reason for thi 
is that the conditions which 
caused the hen to become brood; 
have not been changed and they 
cannot be changed by force. 
When a hen becomes broody il 
means that the egg producing 
capacity of her system for the 
time being has become exhausted 
and that recuperation is needed. 
Thirst step to such recupera- 
tioJJrrest, and being naturally 
an industrious bird, they feel 
that they may as well raise a 
brood while resting as to fool 
away their time. Some animals 
and birds may be stimulated to 
do that which is not natural for 
khem but it is best? The tired 
^Th>£sc may be urged on by the 
ai'Jtf a whip. 

A practice that is recommend- 
by some thoughtful breeders 
P&ich will break the hen, and at 
' the same time have her in a good 
condition to go right to business, 
is to place one egg under her, 
letting her sit for one week, feed- 
ing her once in two days during 
the time as if she were really sit- 
L ting on a whole clutch. But very 
little food will be needed on ac- 
count of lack of exercise. At the 
close of the week place her in a 
coop with a slatted bottom raised 
a few inches from the ground, 
for a couple of days and she will 
lose her desire to sit in a few 
days, and will begin laying in 
earnest.— The Orange News. 
The Man Behind the Hen.

Sit and Set. 

An old number of the Poultry 
Keeper gives the following les- 
son in' grammar: 

Boys and girls, look out thai 
you'donotget into the habit ol 
using "set" for "sit" and "lay* 
for "lie." They are very com- 
mon errors of speech, and when 
you once get into the habit of us- 
ing them it is hard to break up, 
like all bad habits. You can 
"lie" down, but you must "lay" 
your coat down. You can "sit" 
down, but you must "set" youi 
hat down. You can "set" a hen. 
but the hen must "sit" on the 
eggs. You "lie" down to-day. 
you "lay" down yesterday, or 
you have "lain" down at some 
previous time. You "lay" your 
coat down to-day, you "laid" it 
down yesterday. 

It is all very well to say you 
can "set" a hen, but the hen 
must "sit" on the eggs. This, 
however, does not specifically an- 
swer a questionwhich sometimes 
agitates poultry people, viz: 
Should one say a "setting" of 
eggs or a "sitting" of eggs? 
Some persons use one form and 
some another, and in our opinion 
either is equally correct. Thus, 
'setting" of eggs is a sufficient 
number to "set" a hen, or it may 
be a sufficient number for a hen 
'sit" on— a distinction without 
a difference. Take your choice. 
— Ohio P. Journal.

Cures For Feather Pulling. 

The annoying habit of feather 
pulling is due toone of three causes, 

says the American Farmer. Fore- 
most is the feather-puller who >»n. 
gages in the occupation because 
she is too well fed and does not 
hzve room for exercise. This is 
difficult to overcome, but if it can- 
not be broken by putting the birds 
on short rations and making them 
scratch for what they want, then 
chop off their heads as the only 
effectual remedy. When feather- 
pulling occurs in a flock of appar- 
ently healthy exercising fowls, it 
may be caused by the presence of a 
mite at the base of the feathers 
Examine the birds closely, and if 
mites are at the bottom of the trou- 
ble a small mass of gray scales will 
be found near the roots of the feath- 
ers. Apply carbolated vaseli 
obtainable at all drug stores for a 
few cents, in small quantities twice 
a day until the parasites are de> 
stroyed. This same remedy may 
be applied when it is lound that 
scurvy is the cause of feather-pull- 
ing. This disease is apt to occur 
when the fowls are kept in dark, 
damp and foul houses, or when they 
are overcrowded and lack sufficient 
green food and grit. An abundance 
of green food will do more to remedy 
the trouble than anything else. 
Feather-pulling does not always go 
1 scurvy, for the disease may be 
so bad that the feathers fall out on 
the head, leaving a bare spot and 
showing a pale, unhealthy shin.— 
Wisconsin Agriculturist. 

The Inbreeding Humbug. 

The other day I received a let- 
ter from an Indiana breeder. He 
wanted me to reserve him a 
cockerel, for delivery about Sep- 
tember 1st. He said he wanted 
a bird that was not in-bred even 
in the slightest degree. I wrote 
him, saying I would be able to 
send him a large, vigorous cock- 
erel in the fall, one properly 
marked, but he would be an in- 
bred bird. Then I went on at 
great length to show to this man 
that I did not breed at guess 
work, that of necessity my stock 
was line-bred, and this to a cer- 
tain class of people, means that 
the stock is in-bred. Now I 
have written and re-written 
about line breeding. In this en- 
lightened age such preaching 
ought not to be necessary, but it 
This man is entirely honesi 
his position. He has been 
reading the so-called poultry de- 
partment in his favorite farm 
paper. He believes in changing 
'roosters" every year. And 
less h esees the error of his i 
he will go on and on breeding 
from chance blood every year 
and never coming within 1,000 
miles of the coveted position of 
the fancier. My friend you who 
are going to buy a male bird this 
fall, let me say to you, do not buy 
one of these "new blood every 
year" productions. No matter 
: variety you are breeding, 
make your purchase of a breeder 
ho has built up his stock on 
systematic lines. If you do, you 
have a bird that is capable 
browing chicks of even 

h. If your females contain 
ood of this male, do not ejr.- 
high-scoring chicks next 
, no matter how good in 
markings or how well bred the 
male may be. The conflict of 
blood will result in the first crop 
f chicks being of uneven Stand- 
rd markings. Secure an extra 
ood nude, line-bred, and the 
econd year breed his pullets 
ack to him. You will thus take 



the first step in line breeding 
and will be in shape, if this sys- 
tem is followed, to increase the 
size, strength and vigor and 
Standard markings, as well as 
egg production of your flock. — 
Thos. F. Rigg in Western Poul 
try Journal.

Aug. 20.— Squab 
Bolin, colored, was hanged last 
night by a mob. The penalty for 
which he surrendered his life waa 
highway robbery and murder.

Three weeks ago Bolin and another 
negro named Henry Stewart held 
up Section Foreman Shoat, reliev- 
ing him of $85. On this same night 
they robbed Gail Hamilton of $13, 
and then shot and killed him. Bo- 
lin escaped at the time, but Stew- 
art was captured and hanged by a 
mob the night after the murder. 

Bolin was captured yesterday at 
Milan, Tenn., and brought here 
last night by Officer McDade and 
Deputy Sheriff George W. Lovell. 
Before they could place their pris- 
oner in the lock-up they were sur- 
rounded and over-powered by the 
mob, who took Bolin, to a, secluded 
spot back of the Fulton Lumber 
Company's plant, and hanged him 
to a tree. The negro confessed his 
guilt.

Nearly all of the diseases of chick- 
ens, summer or w inter, can be put 
under one of two classes; inherited 
or caused by unnatural conditions 
or food. If we classify them thus 
broadly it may simplify matters for 
some so they can more intelligently 
stamp them out. 

The first class sometimes in the 
remote past must have been under 
the second class. That is, all of 
the diseases that could be traced 
back to unnatural or unfavorable 
conditions or food. But that was 
so long ago that we must take cog- 
nizance of the inherited diseases. 

These are quite numerous and it 
is difficult to stamp them out. The 
only sure way to do it is to breed 
from chickens that have no taint of 
inherited disease about them, 
time must soon come when poultry 
raisers will pay more attention to 
this subject. At present we r 
chickens with little regard to the 
health of their ancestors. Often the 
eggs are obtained from sources that 
are not well known. That is, the 
chickens will be cracked up as be- 
ing first-class so far as pedigree and 
breed go, but little is said about 
thediseasesthathavebeen acquired 
and are now hereditary. We must 
inquire into this question in pur- 
chasing breeding hens or eggs. 

A disease that is transmitted 
down through one generation to an- 
other of chickens is just as apt to 
become epidemic as any which at- 
tack cattle or human beings. The 
best, and about the only way, 
stamp out contagious or inherited 
disease is to destroy all the crea- 
tures that show symptoms of it, and 
then breed carefully from those that 
do not have it. 

The other wide class of chicken 
diseases, which includes many of 
inherited and epidemic ones 
comes from causes that can gener 
ally be remedied. Filth, dirt, un- 
natural food, and surroundings 
generally, especially in winter, are 
the primary causes of these dis- 
eases. Roup may often be inherit- 
ed, but it is also acquired by expo- 
sure to dampness and unsanitary- 
pens. Leg weakness is character- 
istic of some breeds of fowls, but it 
also due to overfeeding and a lack 
of lime-forming food. Bowel trouble 
comes from improper food, although 
lis may in time be transplanted by 
iheritance. Lice come from poor 
winter quarters, and they may in 
time start up numerous diseases 
that will greatly increase the mor- 
tality of chickens. So it is possible 
to go through the whole list and show 
that all of them are due to one or 
the other of these two causes.— An 
C. Webster in Wisconsin Agri 
culturist. 
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Hen's Eggs as Food. 

Readers will be interested 
what appears below, which we 
take from a bulletin lately issued 
from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture: 

The value of any food is de- 
termined not alone by its compo- 
sition, but also by its digesti- 
bility. It is evident that if two 
foods have the same composition, 
but, owing to physical properties 
or other cause, the first gives up 
twice as much material to the 
body in its passage through the 
stomach as the second, it is much 
more valuable. In connection 
with other work, thedigestibillty 
of eggs was studied at the Min- 
nesota Station. Five exped- 
ients were made by means of a 
pepsin solution to determine the 
digestibility of eggs cooked un- 
der different conditions. Eggs 
were cooked for 3 minutes at 212 
deg. F., giving a soft-boiled egg, 
and for 5 minutes and 2U minutes 
at the same temperature. An 
egg boiled for 3 minutes and di- 
gested for 5 hours in pepsin solu- 
tion, compared with one boiled 
2<) minutes and treated in the 
same way, showed 8.3 per cent 
undigested protein in the latter. 
Under similar treatment the egg 
boiled 5 minutes gave 3.9 per 
cent undigested protein. 

Another trial was then made 
in which the eggs were cooked 
for periods of 6 and 10 minutes 
n water at 180 deg. F. In both 
of these cases the protein was 
ntirely digested in 5 hours. 

These results would indicate 
that while the method of cooking 
lias some effect upon the rate of 
digestibility, it does not mate- 
rially affect the total digesti- 
bility. The results agree quite 



closely with those reported some 
years ago by Rubner, a German 

investigator, who found that 97.1 
of the protein of hard-boiled eggs 
was digested. 

At the Minnesota Station a di- 
gestion experiment was also 
made with a healthy man, in 
which a very considerable por- 
tion of the nitrogenous material 
and fat of the ration was furnish- 
ed by eggs, the other foods eaten 
being potatoes, milk and cream. 
About 90 per cent, of the total 
nitrogenous material and 90 per 
cent, of the fat consumed were 
digested. In experiments at the 
University of Tennessee with 
heathy men on a diet of bread, 
milk and eggs, from 90 to 95 per 
cent, each of the protein and 
fat were digested. The conclu- 
sion, therefore, seems warranted 
that, as shown by composition 
and digestibility, eggs possess 
the high nutritive properties 
which are popularly assigned to 
them.— Ohio Poultry Journal.
